What about Guernsey cattle? 
What about their native home? Do 
you recommend them for the 
United States? Thus writes a cor- 
respondent. The Guernsey is a 
good breed, we reply, and can be 
recommended on general princi- 
ples. Whether or rot they would 
suit any particular individual 
would depend upon his purpose in 
keeping cattle and upcn his tastes.., 
A Guernsey farmer, writing of his | 
breed, says that no admixture off 
the Guernsey and Jersey breeds is 
permitted. From almost time im- 
memorial the Guernsey cattle have 
been most jealously guarded; 
stringent lsws have been passed 
prohibiting the importation of any 
foreign cattle for breeding pur- 
poses, and notwithstanding the 
various attempts made to repeal 
them, the royal court of the island 
has always confirmed and strength- 
ened its former prohibitions. Thus 
under no circumstances, whatever, 
can there be any admixture of for- 
eign blood, and the farmers can 
consequently boast of a breed of 
cattle eminently pure and distinct, 
beautiful in appearance, and sur- 
passed by no other in its distin- 
guished characteristics. As re- 
gards its original habit, opinions 
differ yery widely; we may, how- 
ever, reasonably infer that it had 
its origin in some part of the 
French continent. It is a matter 
of history that the islands of Jer- 
sey and Guernsey as far back asthe 
sixth century, were united to the 
main land by a single plank. This 
breed of cattle has long been famed 
for its cream and butter-producing 
qualities, and it is also eminently 
adapted for the shambles, when 
from age or other causes, these val- 
uable properties fail to be profit- 
able. They are exquisitely delicate 
in form, in color varying from light 
red to lemon and orange fawn, oc- 
casionally black, almost all having | 
a considerable admixture of white. 
In individual cases it is black, en- 
circled with light-colored hair. 

The most approved points of a 
Guernsey may be considered to he, 
as ‘follows: Head small but tong: | 
eye bright, lively, but placid; horns 
small and well turned upward, be-

acious, broad and square, well in 
line with belly and stretching well 
ferward, not fleshy, silky with fine 
down or hair; milk veins very large | C 
and prominent; teats large and 
strutting outward and well apart; | 
the general figure compact, wedge- 
shaped; skin tinged with a deep 
orange-yellow threughout, espec- 
ially marked inside the pastern 
joint.

ance ofevidence. It isa defense-to be 
weighed fairly and fully; you are to 
examine it closely and carefully, iest a 
clever counterfeit be imposed upcn 
you. 

And now, gentlemen, to sum up, I 
instruct you that if defendant did 
commit an assault ax charged, and if 
she was laboring from a diseased 
mind and she was incapable of . istin- 
guishing right from wrong, you must 
acquit her; but if she was not suffering 
from a diseased mind then, whatever 
her motive may be, her vrime would 
be an assault to commit murder; then 
if you found that the assault was com- 
mitted without malice then it would 
be your duty to convict her of an 
assault with a deadly weapon,

of County Commissioners. Baing too 
voluminous to print in fulla-: hort syn- 
opsis of the principal ordinances is 
given. . 

Police Department—A Police depart- 
ment is created to be known as the 
“Reno Police Department,’’ and 
whose chief officer shall be known as 
the Chief of Police. In addition to 
‘the Chief there shall be appointed by 
the Board of Commissioners from time 
Lo time asithey may be needed, seven 
peace officers wh» shall be Known as 
police officers. 

Fire Department—A Fire depart- 
ment is to be created. The officers to 
be a Chief Enyineer, and Assistant 
Chief Engineer and a —— number of 
men shall be appointed. ‘All property 
belonging.to the department will be 
under the complete supervision aud 
control of the Chief Engineer. Sale- 
ries are provided forall officers and 
‘employes. 

Board of Health—A Board of Health 
is to be created, to consist of —— duly 


Reno. They shall have power to 
adopt such measures as will in their 
judgment best promote the beal.b and 
welfare cf the town and prevent the 
spread of disease; to establish a pest- 
house, or hospital, and provide the 
necessary supplies therefor, and exer- 
cise a general supervision over all hos- 
pitals, school houses and public build- 
ings, as may in their judgment be nec- 
essary for the promotion of health. 
Licenses—Each and every person, 
co-partnership firm, association or cor- 
poration transacting, carrying on, or 
maintaining any place of business or 
amusement within the limits of the 
town of Reno, shall pay quarterly, in 
adyance, in addition to other licenses 
required by law, a town license for 
pursuing and carrying on said busi- 
ness or place of amusement. [A list 
of the various occupations and busi- 
nesses is appended to the ordinance, 
blank spore being lef: for the amount 
each will have to pay, (which will 
have to be filled in by the Board). 
when the gross receipts of a 
business are less than $500; when

Disorderly Houses—This provides 
that no person or persons carrying on 
or maintaining a saloon, dram shop, 
or place where intoxicating liquor is 
sold either bg the glass or bottle, shall 
permit any woman baving the reputa- 

ion of a prostitute to remain in or 

about said saloon, dram shop, or place 
where intoxicating liguor is sold, or 
in or about any room connected with 
or adjacent thereto. 

Indians—No Indian or half-breed 
Indian shall remain within the limits 
of the town of Reno between the hours 
of — Pp. M. and—aA. M., and any In- 
dian or half-breed Indian so remain- 
ing shall be guilty of « misdemeanor, 
etc. 

Town Pound—A plot is to be set 
aside asatown pound. The Chief of 
Police shall be ex-officio Poundmaster 
to take up, or cause to be, and impousd 
any horse, 6te., or any number of 
neat cattle, ete., that sha!l be found 
running at large within the limits of 
the town, or found standing upon tbe 
streets at late and unusual hours of 
the night. This ordinance has the 
usual provisions for the redemption, 
sale and charges. Dogs are. also 
looked after in the usual way. 

Ex plosions—Com bustibles—No per- 
son or persons Shall store, or cause to 
be stored, within the limits of the town 
of Reno, any dangerous combustibles, 
powder, nitro-glycerine, or any other 
expiosive, except upen consent of the 
Board of Conuty Commissioners. 

Chain-Gang—A chain-gang is to be

The 
Chief of Police will be superintendent 
of the chain-gang. 

Obstructior of streets, etc.—No per- 
son or persons, firm or corporation or 
association shall leave, place er de- 
posit, or to cause to bea left, placed or 
deposited in or upon any street, alley 
or sidewalk within the town limits,

The late unprecedented snew 
storm with the cold snap of weather 
that followed thereafter has created 
some uneasiness among some of our 
stock men who had not anticipated 
so long a cold spell aud whose quar- 
ters ‘or their stock was of a higher 
altitude than was desirable. The 
thermometer has been during the 
past ten days from 28 to 40 degrees 
below zero, but the last day or two 
the weather has moderated consid- 
erable. Reliable reports that 
have reacbed me from most of the 
important points north and south 
of the railroad are satisfactory thu 
far. sb 
I have just had a conversation 
with Mr. Withington, of Spring 
Valley, White Pine county, who 
states that the late fall of snow in 
that vicinity. and along White 


-River and Cave Valley is not over 


six to eightinehes deep, and that 
the cattle and horses in that local- 
ity, as well as those farther south, 
are doing reasonably well, but the 
depth of snow in Steptoe Valley, 
Kiusley, and eastward toward Deep 
Ureek, is much deeper, but not deep 
enough to cause any very great suf- 
fering among stock. The sheepmen 
who berded thier bands in that vi- 
cinity and who drove out in early

what is the quality and value of the 
beef.- And as the noise which the 


‘competition creates in Des Moines 


is likely to be taken up im other 
cities and towns in the State, we 
propose to give such an idea ofa 
beef as-we have been able to obtain 
from what has been published, and 
what obtained from expert beef 
cutters. Let us take a prime beef 
steer of 1,370 pounds, which is 
quoted in the Des Moines market 
at-from $8 to $3.50 per hundred. 
This beef at $3.25, being a medium 
of the extremes, would cost $43.52. 

This beef will dress net 55 per cent. 

or 800 pounds, the hide 80 pounds, 

rough tallow 20 pounds, and clean 

tallow 65 pounds. An expert beef 
cutter will divide this beef in the 

shop into the fellowing qualities of 
beef, and we annex, from his 

promptings, the prices of each: 
Take one fore quarter first. The 
brisket, 42 pounds at three cents, 
$1.26, which is geod for soup or 
corned beef... Chuck, consisting of 
the neck and three front ribs, 55 
pounds at four cents, $2.20. Plate, 
11 pounds at five cents, 55 cents: 
Chuck rib roast deprived of the 
bones, 52 pounds at 12 cents, $6.24. 
Best portion of the shoulder for 
steaks, roast or boiling, 11 pounds 
at eight cents, 88 cents. Shank or’ 
soup bone, 17 pounds at three cents, 
51 cents. ‘One fore quarter, $11.09, 
which‘ multiplied by two makes 
$22.18. 

Hind quarter: Rump steak 20 
peunds at eight cents, $1.60. 
Round steak, 22 pounds at 12 1-2 
cents, $2.75. Butt end of the round, 
23 pounds at eight cents, $1.84. 
Shank for soup, 14 pounds at two 
cents, 28° cents. Loin steak, 67 
pounds, the best in the beef, at 12 
1-2 cents, $8.04. There is also in 
this part of the loin about nine 
pounds of flank, and 25 pounds of 
fat, worth three cents per pound, 
$1.02. The hind quarter weighing 
as thus divided 180 pounds—both 
360. One fore quarter 188 pounds 
or both 376 pounds. The whole 
meat when thus cut up weighing 
736 pounds, having lost 64 pounds 
in bones thrown away and lost. 

The hide 80 pounds, at seven 
cents, $5.60. Clean tallow 65 pounds 
at three and three-quarter cents is 
$2.48. Rough tallow, 20 pounds at 
two cents, 40 cents. Thus, twe 
fore quarters, $22.18; two hind 
quarters, $31.06; hide, $5.60; tallow,,. 
$2.88; total for the beef, $56.27. 
Cost of the beef on foot, $43.52. 
Profits of the butcher for slaugh- 
tering and retailing, $12.75. These 
are our estimates, with the aid 
which we: could lawfully obtain 
from other sources. If any of the 
expert butchers can make a better 
calculation we would be glad to 
see it. 

The foregoing calculations are 
made on the price of beef cattle at 
$3.25 on foot. If, however, these 
were purchased at $3.50, as most 
beeves have been in the State for a 
year, the profits of the butcher 
would be $23.02, instead of $12.75. 
If the beef on foot cost $4.25, which 
is sometimes the case, all of the 
prefits would be wiped out, and 
there would be a loss of 95 cents, 
But, in the foregoing ‘calculatien, 
some cuts of the beef are estimated 
lower and none higher than they 
are sold by Des Moines butchers,
